Water  Supply. 

This  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  the 
gallons  pumped,  including  the  supply  to  the  parish  of  Dilton 
Marsh,  being  54,625,000,  approximately  27*2  gallons  per  head 
per  day  inclusive  of  that  used  for  trade  purposes. 


Streams. 


The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  streams  continues. 


Drainage. 

Improvement  in  the  drainage  of  old  premises  still  continues 
and  10  houses  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  substitution  of  Water  Closets  for  Pail  Closets  and 
Privies  has  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  9  houses. 


Scavenging. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  is  now  done  by  motor. 


Swimming  Bath. 

The  Covered  Public  Swimming  Bath  has  been  in  use  since 
1887,  the  water  being  obtained  from  a  piped  supply  from  a 
spring.
